ZINC PRODUCTION— Zinc is mined in many parts of 
the world, and before it can be used for the production of 
precision die-casting it has to undergo many purifyin* 
and blending processes; small quantities of magnesium 
and aluminium are added to form an alloy suitable for 
die-casting. 
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JDue to the high fluidity of the zinc alloy 
'and the skill of “Matchbox” mould-makers, 
thei% is no limit to the complexity of shape 
or intricacy of surface detail which can be 
faithfully reproduced in your models with 
complete accuracy.

PLASTIC PRODUCTION—Plastic, surprisingly, comes 
from unrefined oil. The correct gases and liquids required to 
make plastic are mixed together under high pressure and heat 
which changes them into a pliable substance. When dried 
this substance takes the form of a powder and in order to 
colour it a dye is added, giving any colour that is required. 
To make a “Matchbox” windscreen the powder is heated in 
special moulding machines and when molten, the exact 
amount of plastic is forced by the machine into the mould 
specially designed by “Matchbox” technicians. The material 
cools, the mould opens and there is a completed windscreen 
ready for assembling into your “Matchbox” model. 






PAINT PRODUCTION— “Matchbox” paint is of 
the finest quality and completely lead-free. It is made 
from resin and pigments—resin for gloss and 
pigment for colour. 

Vegetable oil and naphtha (which comes from coal), 
pigment, which is mined in Australia and Africa, 
and resin are blended in very carefully balanced 


When blended, solvents, such as white spirit, are 
added to give the paint drying properties. The paint 
is then automatically sprayed onio the “Matchbox” 
models, which are double baked at 300° Fahrenheit 
to give that durable finish, for which “Matchbox” 
models are so famous all over the world. 

PAPER PRODUCTION— 231 tons of paper, from 
trees grown in the vast pine forests of Scandinavia. 




are used inthe production of the 
“Matchbox” collector’s cata¬ 
logue. Paper is made from trees 
felled by lumberjacks. The l< 
are floated down rivers to 
saw-mills wherethey are 
smaller logs and the bark re¬ 
moved. Vast machines grind the 
timber down into pulp and giant 
presses squeeze out the water, 
turning the pulp into continuous 
rolls of paper. It is then dried 
over large heated drumsandfed 
onto reels for the printing of
